AS TO ‘‘ DIFFERENTIALS ”’ 

Strike Bulletin No. 2, issued last week in com- 
menting on the wages of miners in the Edmonton | 
field says: ‘‘The wages arrived at then (January | 
‘*1921) are 18 to 25 per cent lower than outside, a 
‘‘reagonable and fair differential.’’ The idea is 
held out that the U.M.W.A. is willing to allow a 
difference in wages in favor of the operators in | 
the Edmonton domestic field as against the rest of 
Alberta. The probability of that being the case 
can be judged by the ‘‘differential’’ allowed the 
Alberta miners under their control by the U.M.W. 
A. as compared with those of Pennsylvania. | 

On account of national conditions the Alberta 
mines are more difficult and therefore costly to | 
operate, they are supplying a restricted market, 
their mining equipment imported from the United | 
States costs at least the amount of the duty more | 
than it does in the United States; the staple foods 
flour and beef, are cheaper here than there; but 
there is no ‘‘differential’’ in favor of Alberta 
mines in miners wages. 

Instead of a ‘‘differential’’ in wages being al 
lowed Alberta mines because of these conditions, 
there is a substantial and serious handicap against 
them. In Pennsylvania the eight working hours | 
are counted from the arrival of the miner at his 
actual place of work in the mine until he leaves | 
that place of work. That is, in Pennsylvania eight 
hours means eight hours of work, but in Alberta | 
the eight hours counts from the time the men en- | 
ter the mine until they leave it. In Alberta the 
men are eight hours underground. In Pennsyl- | 
vania they are eight hours actually at work. The | 
loss of the Alberta operators varies with the dis- 
tance of the actual workings from the entrance 
to the mine. In many cases it amounts to from 
half an hour to an hour or say, from six to twelve | 
per cent. | 

As long as the headquarters of the U.M.W.A. 
is in closer touch with Pennsylvania than with Al- 
berta it can be depended upon that the ‘‘differen- | 
tial’’ will be against Alberta, and as long as U.M. | 
W.A. district 18 is dominated from the south there | 
will be no ‘‘differential’’ allowed in the north, ex-) 
cept as a means of securing a strangle hold on the 
situation and then only so long as it takes to con- 
solidate that strangle hold. 


LUXURIOUS WEEDS. 

A Manitoba professor says it costs the farmers 
of his province $25,000,000 per year to raise | 
weeds, and suggests that the fariners. of Alberta | 
are paying in much the same proportion for the | 


privilege of raising the same unwanted and use- 
less crops. If he is right it is not much wonder | 
that Western farmers are finding conditions hard. | 
A loss of $60,000,000 imposed upon the farming | 
community of the three prairie provinces is a 
fearful drain, and one that no farming country on 
earth of the same area could stand and prosper 
The moral is that to improve conditions we shall 
have to improve our methods of farming. The 
weed will have to go, not because it is a nuisance, 
nor because it makes work but because it absorbs | 
the profits of the farming business as readily as it 

absorbs moisture and strength out of the soil. On | 
tle basis of this showing a weed patch is an em- | 
blem of extravagance, and a dirty farm is a luxury 
that only a millionaire ean afford to indulge.
